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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed 
in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ibrahim et al. 
(4,417,392) and Endo et al. (5,703,397) separately. 

The figures and reference numbers referred to in this office action are used merely to indicate an 
example of a specific teaching and are not to be taken as limiting. 

Regarding claims 14-16, Ibrahim et al. (see specifically figure 3) disclose a method for 
forming a cave on a multi-layer ceramic substrate comprising following steps: providing at least 
one green sheet (18-20) with a rectangular hole punched thereon; providing a plurality of green 
sheets (12-14); and sintering the at least one green sheet and the plurality of green sheets with all 
of them laminated and with the at least one green sheet on top (Col. 5, lines 3+). 

Endo et al. also teach a method identical to Ibrahim et al.'s method; therefore, 
claims 14-16 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Endo et al. 
for the similar reasons detailed above. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 are allowed 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest at 
least, among others, the method steps of: providing a multi-layer ceramic substrate having a 
cave formed thereon and a plurality of second bonding pads disposed around the cave t wherein 
the cave and the plurality of second bonding pads are respectively corresponding to the circuit 
and the plurality of first bonding pads (of the chip); applying an adhesive layer to the surface of 
the substrate with the cave and the second pads exposed from the adhesive layer; and tightly 
bonding the chip and the multi-layer ceramic substrate together such that the circuit of the chip 
is corresponding to the cave of the multi-layer ceramic substrate so as to form a cavity, and then 
electrically connecting the plurality of first bonding pads with the plurality of second bonding 
pads, as claimed in claim 1 .
